(jentlemen, 

The  sudden  death  of  Dr.  Woodforde,  who  had  been 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  so  many  years,  has  been  a 
source  of  reg^ret  to  all  in  the  district,  where  his  kindness  of 
heart  and  unfailing  courtesy  endeared  him  to  every  one  with 
whom  he  was  brought  into  contact.  Born  on  May  20th, 
1826,  he  was  within  a month  of  completing  his  eighty-second 
year.  Taking  his  first  qualification  in  1849,  he  had  ever 
since  been  actively  employed  in  his  profession  until  April  25th, 
1908,  when  he  passed  peacefully  away,  actually  at  work  until 
the  day  of  his  death.  He  was  one  of  the  original  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  appointed  after  the  passing  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  of  1872,  and  held  office  continuously  for  thirty- 
five  years. 

Until  a very  few  years  ago  Dr.  Woodforde  was  a very 
prominent  member  of  various  scientific  societies  connected 
with  hygiene,  and  was  President  of  the  Society  of  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  in  1893,  of  which  society  he  was  the 
oldest  member,  and  affectionately  termed  the  “ Father.”  In 
1882  he  was  President  of  the  Reading  branch  of  the  British 
Medical  Association.  Throughout  his  long  official  life  he 
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was  the  author  of  many  very  useful  reforms  in  sanitary  work 
which  have  effected  a vast  amount  of  good  to  the  population 
of  the  districts  with  which  he  was  connected.  His  loss  in  his 
own  immediate  neighbourhood,  where  for  many  years  he 
acted  as  organist  at  Grazeley  Parish  Church,  will  be  keenly 
felt. 

In  presenting  the  Report  for  1907,  the  compilation  of 
which  was  commenced  by  the  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
the  large  quantity  of  papers  and  figures  I have  had  to  deal 
with,  has  made  the  task  one  of  exceptional  difficulty.  That 
the  statistics  with  which  I have  had  to  deal  are  correct 
I have  no  doubt;  but,  in  many  cases,  I had  to  take  the 
figures  as  I found  them,  and  had  no  opportunity  of  verify- 
ing their  accuracy.  I shall,  therefore,  only  briefly  sum- 
marise the  details.  Full  particulars  can  be  found  under  the 
heading  of  each  district  and  .statistical  information  in  the 
Tables  attached  thereto. 


Population.— The  estimated  population  for  the  whole 
di.strict  for  the  year  1907  is  139,397,  which  is  calculated  on 
the  Census  returns  of  the  year  1901  and  those  of  the  year 
1891. 

Housing.— During  the  year  plans  were  pas.sed  under  the 
Building  Bye-laws  for  542  houses;  39S  of  these  were  in  the 
Rural  districts  and  144  in  the  Urban.  Eight  houses  were 
closed  as  unfit  for  occupation,  all  of  which  were  in  Rural 
districts.  Three  hundred  and  ffin  houses  were  found  in 
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foul,  dilapidated,  or  overcrowded  condition  and  the  nuisances 
were  abated. 

Sewerage  and  Scavenging.— In  Abingdon  Urban 
District  fifty-three  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  Sewage  Farm 
were  purchased  during  the  year;  thirty-one  acres  being  for 
ordinary  sewage  treatment  and  the  remainder  for  occasional 
use.  In  Newbury  Rural  District,  at  Stockcross,  the  sewerage 
has  been  completed ; the  Borough  main  sewer  has  now  been 
extended  to  Ewelme  Parish.  In  Windsor  Rural  District  the 
sewerage  of  Clewer  Without,  mentioned  in  the  last  Report, 
is  finished.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  sewerage  vyorks  will  soon 
be  in  progress  at  Tilehurst  in  the  Bradfield  District ; a Local 
Government  Board  Inquiry  was  held  during  the  year,  to 
sanction  the  borrowing  of  money  for  that  purpose.  Nothing 
has  yet  been  done  at  Hungerford,  in  respect  to  the  sewerage, 
of  which  an  Inquiry  has  been  held  in  1906.  The  number  of 
new  houses  that  have  been  built  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Goring  makes  it  very  desirable  that  the  question  of  pro- 
viding some  system  of  sewerage  shall  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration. The  scavenging  of  dry  refuse  in  the  four  Urban 
Districts  has  been  systematically  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Water  Supply.— No  new  places  have  been  provided 
with  a public  water  supply,  but  the  mains  of  existing  com- 
panies have  been  extended  in  several  districts.  Two  hundred 
and  thirteen  premises  were  supplied  ; .seventy-three  samples 
of  water  were  taken  for  analysis,  in  most  cases  with  un- 
satisfactory results. 
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Isolation  Hospitals.— The  number  of  patients  treated 
at  the  v^lrious  Isolation  Hospitals  was  138,  viz.,  diphtheria, 
34;  scarlet  fever,  102 ; and  enteric  fever,  two.  There  has 
been  no  increase  of  the  hospitals  in  the  Combined  District, 
and  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  providing  one  for  the 
Windsor  District  have  not  yet  been  overcome. 

Sanitary  Work.— From  Table  D will  be  seen  that  9,126 
premises  were  visited  during  the  year,  and  nuisances  dis- 
covered on  2,044,  and  before  the  end  of  the  year  1,691  were 
abated.  Seven  hundred  and  six  related  to  w.c.'s,  privies,  or 
drains,  and  310  to  foul,  dilapidated,  or  overcrowded  houses. 

Cowsheds  and  Milkshops.— Two  hundred  and  thirteen 
cowsheds  and  milkshops  were  inspected,  and  for  the  most 
part  they  were  found  to  be  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 
One  hundred  and  eighty-five  nuisances  were  detected  out  of 
the  305  piggeries  visited,  generally  relating  to  want  of 
cleanliness. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901.— Six  hundred  and 
fifty-five  premises  were  inspected  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act ; generally  they  were  found  to  be  kept  in 
a clean  state,  and  the  same  remark  applies  to  the  “home- 
workers’ ” dwellings,  of  which,  however,  there  are  but  few 
in  the  neighbourhood. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Sickness.  — Six  hundred  -md 
thirty-one  notifications  were  received  in  1907,  viz.,  diphtheria 
242 ; erysipelas,  sixty-three ; scarlet  fever,  30S ; enteric  fever 
twelve;  and  puerperal  fever,  six. 


Diphtheria. — The  feature  of  the  year  has  been  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  diphtheric  outbreak  of  1906.  J he  disease  has 
spread  up  the  whole  of  the  Thanries  valley,  breaking’  out  at 
certain  places  with  especial  violence;  fortunately,  the  death 
rate  has  not  been  exceptionally  high.  The  chief  cause  of 
transmission  of  the  disease  has  undoubtedly  been  the  educa- 
tional establishments.  When  these  have  been  closed  for  a 
time  during  the  prevalence  of  the  disease,  the  number  of 
fresh  cases  has  immediately  fallen,  often,  unfortunately,  only 
to  rise  again  with  the  reopening  of  the  schools.  This  proves 
that  children  return  to  school,  in  many  cases,  in  an  infectious 
condition.  I can  only  urge  that  every  precaution  should  be 
taken  to  prevent  this  occurring,  and  I think  it  would  be 
better  to  increase  the  period  of  segregation,  if  by  this  means 
we  could  stay  the  incidence  of  fresh  cases.  In  the  Com- 
bined District  242  notifications  were  received,  and  there 
were  twenty-three  fatal  cases,  v;hich  equals  a mortality  of 
9’S  per  cent.  As  in  1906,  Bradfield  district  was  visited, 
though  in  a somewhat  lesser  degree,  by  a prevalence  of  the 
disease.  Forty-four  attacks  were  notified  and  there  were 
five  fatal  cases.  The  details  of  the  several  outbreaks  will 
be  found  in  the  reports  on  the  districts  where  they  occurred. 

Scarlet  Fever.— Of  the  308  notifications  received  sixty- 
six  came  from  Maidenhead,  forty-nine  from  Abingdon  Rural 
District  and  forty-four  from  Wallingford  Rural  District, 
twenty-seven  from  Culham,  and  twenty-five  from  Bradfield. 
In  the  majority  of  cases,  the  patients  were  removed  to  the 
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Isolation  Hospitals  and  their  premises  disinfected  imme- 
diately. There  were  three  fatal  cases. 

Enteric  Fever.— There  were  only  twelve  notifications 
received  during  the  year,  two  of  these  being  patients  in  the 
County  Asylum  and  two  deaths,  one  of  these  belonging  to 
Hungerford  Rural  District  and  one  to  Maidenhead  Urban 
District. 

Non-notifiable  Infectious  Sickness.— 

Measles.— Outbreaks  were  somewhat  prevalent  during 
the  year,  and  accounted  for  fourteen  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough.— Outbreaks  of  this  complaint  were 
reported  from  time  to  time,  and  proved  fatal  in  twenty-three 
cases,  sixteen  being  of  infants  under  one  year,  and  nine  of 
these  belonged  to  the  Maidenhead  District. 

Diarrhoea.— Thirty-two  deaths  occurred  from  this  com- 
plaint, twenty-five  of  them  being  infants,  which  equals  a rate 
of  97  per  i,ooo  births. 

influenza.- There  was  quite  an  epidemic  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Newbury,  where  fourteen  out  of  the  thirty-four 
deaths  occurred.  Four  fatal  cases  happened  at  Kasthamp 
stead  and  three  at  Hungerford,  and  the  remainder  were 
spread  through  the  different  districts. 

Vital  Statistics.— The  number  of  births  registered 
during  the -year  was  3,266— viz.,  M.  1,645,  F.  1,621— the 
birth  rate  being  23-8  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population 
a slightly  higher  rate  than  that  of  last  year.  The  registered 
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deaths  were  1,889,  after  correction  for  non-residents 

dying'  in  public  institutions  within  the  district,  as  also  for 

previous  residents  dying  beyond  the  district,  the  nett  mor- 
tality is  1,813,  which  shows  a nett  date  of  I3’i  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population.  B'rom  Table  V.  will  be  found 
details  of  the  deaths  of  infants  registered  as  having  died  in 
the  district  during  the  year.  Of  the  number — 262 — forty-nine 
were  born  prematurely  and  seventy-five  were  congenitally 
defective.  Phthisis  was  fatal  to  126  persons,  cancer  to  124, 
and  apoplexy  to  ninety-eight.  From  Table  B will  be  seen 
the  mean  death  rate  for  the  Combined  Sanitary  District  from 
the  various  mentioned  causes.

Statistical  Details  of  Census,  1901.— The  area  of 
the  district  is  42,060  acres  land  and  328  of  inland  water. 
Population  9,996;  density  of  occupation  4-3  persons  per  house 
and  about  one  to  each  4'25  acres. 

Geological  Character. — The  river  basins  of  the  Kennet 
and  Lambourne  streams  are  on  the  drift  gravels ; south  of  the 
Kennet  the  Woolwich  and  Reading  beds  prevail,  and  north 
of  the  river  the  chalk. 

Population  and  Housing.— The  estimated  population 
to  the  middle  of  1907  is  9,783,  based  upon  the  Census  of  1901, 
which  showed  a decrease  of  458  persons  to  that  of  1891. 
Considering,  however,  the  number  of  new  houses  erected 
since  the  last  Census  was  taken,  it  is  possible  that  the  popula- 
tion may  show  an  increase  rather  than  a decrease.  Plans 
have  been  passed  under  the  Building  Bye-laws  for  thirteen 
new  houses  and  twenty  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year. 
Four  houses  were  closed  as  unfit  for  occupation,  and  nui- 
sances were  detected  on  fifteen  overcrowded  or  foul  ones  and 
remedied. 

Sewerage  and  Water  Supply.— The  Stockcross  system 
of  drainage  has  now  been  completed  and  many  houses  have  been 
connected  therewith.  The  Borough  has  extended  its  main  sewer 
into  Ewelme  parish,  giving  sewerage  facilities  to  some  newly 
erected  houses  in  that  neighbourhood.  The  mains  of  the 
Newbury  Water  Company  are  now  carried  to  Thatcham 
parish,  where  a good  many  new  houses  are  being  built. 
The  greater  part  of  the  district  is,  however,  dependent  on 
wells  for  their  water,  which  is  frequently  not  of  a satisfactory 
character.  Two  samples  for  analysis  were  taken  during  the 
year. 

Isolation  Hospital.— The  Hospital  is  on  Wash  Common, 
and  is  available  for  cases  from  the  rural  district.  Five  patients

Statistical  Details  of  Census,  1901.— The  area  of  the 
district  is  1,804  acres  land  and  24  of  inland  water.  Inhabited 
houses  2,580.  Population  11,061,  being- 4-3  persons  per  house 
and  6- 1 to  the  acre. 

Geological  Character. — The  centre  of  the  town  of  New- 
bury is  on  the  Kennet  river  drift,  extending  north  and  south 
up  the  chalk  slopes,  which  in  places  is  overlaid  by  London 
clay  on  the  Woolwich  and  Reading  beds. 

Population  and  Housing.— The  estimated  population 
to  the  middle  of  1907  is  10,984,  based  on  the  returns  of  the 
Census  of  1901  and  the  increase  that  one  showed  on  the  Census 
of  1891.  Sixty-eight  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year 
and  plans  were  passed  for  107  under  the  Building  Bye-laws. 
Nuisances  were  detected  in  two  overcrowded  houses  and  two 
foul  or  dilapidated  ones,  and  were  abated. 

Sewerage  and  Water  Supply.— The  whole  of  the  town 
is  properly  sewered,  and  the  sewage  is  satisfactorily  treated  in 
septic  tanks  at  Thatcham.  The  scavenging  of  the  town  is 
carried  out  in  a systematic  and  proper  manner.  The  mains  of 
the  water  company  are  laid  on  to  all  the  newly  erected  houses, 
and  the  water  supply  is  good. 

isolation  Hospital.  — One  case  of  scarlet  fever  w'as 
treated  at  the  Hospital,  which  is  at  Wash  Common,  and  used 
jointly  by  the  Rural  and  Urban  authorities. 

Sanitary  Work. — Mr.  S.  J.  L.  Vincent,  the  sanitary  in- 
spector, reports  the  inspection  of  401  premises  during  the  year 
and  the  detection  of  twenty-six  nuisances,  nineteen  of  which 
related  to  defective  w.c.’s  or  house  drains.  In  one  case  pro- 
ceedings were  taken  and  conviction  resulted. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies,  &c. — Twenty-six  cowsheds,  sixteen 
dairies,  seventeen  milk  shops,  and  nineteen  bakehouses  were 
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inspected,  as  also  were  two  piggeries,  four  common  lodging- 
houses,  and  five  slaughterhouses,  and  they  were  found  to  be 
kept  in  a satisfactory  condition  and  according  to  the  regulations. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901.— Forty-eight  work- 
shops were  registered  during  the  year  and  were  found  to  be 
kept  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  as  were  the  bakehouses,  none 
of  which  were  underground.  There  are  no  workplaces  or 
factories  in  the  town. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Sickness.— There  was  only  one 
case  notified,  that  of  scarlet  fever  in  January.  The  patient  was 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  recovered. 

Non-notifiable  Infectious  Sickness.— There  was  an 
outbreak  of  influenza  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  from  which 
eight  deaths  occurred,  and  in  October  measles  broke  out 
amongst  the  children  attending  the  elementary  schools  and 
was  fatal  in  seven  cases. 

Vital  Statistics. — The  number  of  births  registered  in 
the  year  was  212^ — M.  103,  F.  109 — and  the  deaths  181,  sixteen 
of  these  were  non-residents  in  the  district,  making  the  nett 
deaths  165.  The  birth  rate  was  i9'3  and  the  nett  death  rate 
15  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  There  were  twenty- 
one  deaths  of  infants  in  their  first  year  and  eighty-four  over 
sixty-five  years  of  age.  Phthisis  was  fatal  to  eleven,  cancer 
to  five,  and  pulmonary  inflammations  to  twenty-two.  Heart 
diseases  accounted  for  twenty-one,  apoplexy  and  other  brain 
diseases  to  sixteen,  and  old  age  to  twenty-one.

Statistical  Details  of  Census,  1901.— The  area  of  the 
district  is  44,364  acres,  including"  152  inland  water.  Inhabited 
houses  1,964,  and  164  unoccupied.  Population  8,468 — M.  4,205, 
F.  4,263.  Density  of  population  4-3  persons  per  house  and, 
approximately,  one  to  every  5 "3  acres  of  area. 

GeoTogical  Character. — The  district  is  mainly  on  the 
chalk  formation,  excepting  a small  area  to  the  south  of  Hun- 
gerford,  which  is  on  the  Woolwich  and  Reading  beds  or  on 
the  London  clay,  and  the  alluvial  strips  adjoining  the  Lam- 
bourne  and  Kennet  streams. 

Population  and  Housing.— The  estimated  population 
to  the  middle  of  1907  is  8,088,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  the 
Census  of  1901,  which  showed  a decrease  on  that  of  1891  of 
526  persons.  Twenty-six  new  houses  were  built  during  the 
year  and  plans  passed  under  the  Building  Bye-laws  for  thirty- 
three  houses ; one  cottage  was  closed  as  unfit  for  occupation. 

Sewerage  and  Water  Supply.— The  scheme  for  the 
provision  of  the  town  of  Hungerford  with  proper  drainage 
and  sewage  disposal  works,  still  remains  in  abeyance.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  before  long  something  will  be  finally  settled 
with  regard  to  this  important  matter.  As  regards  water, 
Hungerford  has  an  excellent  public  supply  from  a deep  well 
in  the  chalk. 

Sanitary  Work.— Mr.  W.  S.  Raine,  the  sanitary  in- 
spector, reports  the  inspection  of  817  premises  during  the 
year  and  621  in  detail.  Nuisances  were  discovered  in  159 
instances  and  abated  in  156.  Fifteen  related  to  foul,  dilapi- 
dated, or  overcrowded  houses,  twenty-eight  to  polluted  water 
supplies,  and  forty-one  to  foul  closets,  drains,  and  sewers. 
Twenty  cowsheds  were  inspected,  seventeen  dairies  and  three 
milkshops;  also  nineteen  bakehouses,  fifty-seven  piggeries,

and  seven  slaughterhouses.  Twenty-four  defects  were  detected 
in  the  cowsheds,  nineteen  in  the  bakehouses,  and  seven  in  the 
slaughterhouses,  principally  relating  to  cleansing,  and  were 
remedied. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. -There  are  forty- 
nine  workshops  on  the  Register,  all  of  which  were  inspected 
during  the  year.  Eighteen  defects  were  discovered;  eleven 
related  to  want  of  cleanliness,  two  to  overcrowding,  three  to 
bad  sanitary  conditions,  and  tw'O  from  other  causes.  ihe 
defects  were  remedied  in  all  cases.  There  are  no  outworkers 

in  the  district. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Sickness.— Forty-three  notifica- 
tions were  received  during  the  year,  viz.,  diphtheiia,  twenty- 
nine  ; erysipelas,  six ; scarlet  fever,  seven ; and  enteric  fever, 
one. 

Diphtheria.— All  the  twenty-nine  cases  notified  occurred 
in  the  neighbourhoods  of  Hungerford  and  Rintbury,  the  first 
outbreak  taking  place  at  the  former  in  January.  It  is  difficult 
to  trace  from  whence  the  disease  was  brought,  but  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  spread  of  it  was  materially  assisted  by  the  bad 
sanitary  conditions  observed  at  most  of  the  houses  where  the 
different  cases  took  place.  There  were  four  notifications  in 
August,  five  in  October,  and  eight  in  November,  and  the  re- 
maining attacks  occurred  throughout  the  year.  Some  of  the 
schools  had  to  be  closed  for  a time  owing  to  the  disease, 
which  was  fatal  in  two  instances. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  only  seven  notifications  re- 
ceived during  the  year  compared  with  forty-eight  in  1906. 
Four  cases  occurred  at  Shefford  in  November  and  December. 
None  of  the  attacks  were  fatal. 

Non-notifiable  Infectious  Sickness. — There  was  an 
epidemic  of  measles  at  Hungerford  in  April  and  at  Kintbury 
in  November,  necessitating  the  closing  of  the  schools  for  a 
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time.  There  was  a slight  outbreak  of  whooping  cough  during 
the  year  and  one  fatal  case. 

Vital  Statistics. — The  registered  births  of  the  year  were 
202 — viz.,  M.  95,  F.  107 — seven  being  illegitimate,  and  there 
were  134  deaths.  Ten  deaths  of  non-residents  dying-  in  the 
Union  House  have  to  be  deducted,  and  six  previous  residents 
dying  beyond  the  district  have  to  be  added,  making  the  nett 
deaths  130.  The  birth  rate  was  24'9  and  the  nett  death  rate 
16  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  There  were  ten 
deaths  from  phthisis,  eleven  from  cancer,  seventeen  from  pul- 
monary inflammations,  and  eighteen  from  heart  diseases. 
Whooping  cough  was  fatal  to  one,  diphtheria  to  two,  and  seven 
died  from  premature  birth.

Statistical  Details  of  Census,  1901.— The  area  of  the 
district  is  51,471  acres  land  and  143  inland  water.  Occupied 
houses  1,747.  Population  7,094  persons.  Density  of  occupa- 
tion 4’6  persons  per  house,  and  one  to  every  seven  acres. 

Geological  Formation.— At  Shalbourne  the  upper  green 
sand  comes  to  the  surface,  but  the  district  is  chiefly  on  the 
chalk,  which  at  the  Bedwyns  is  overlaid  by  London  clay  or 
Woolwich  and  Reading  beds. 

Population  and  Housing. — The  estimated  population 
to  the  middle  of  1907  is  6,568,  which  is  calculated  on  the 
assumption  that  the  decrease  noticed  between  the  Census  of 
1901  and  that  of  1891  has  continued.  Five  plans  were  passed 
for  new  houses  under  the  Building  Bye-laws  and  one  new 
house  was  built.  The  problem  of  the  housing  of  the  working 
classes  is  one  that  presents  itself  to  the  Council,  especially 
in  the  parish  of  Ramsbury.  Here  there  exist  several  cases 
of  overcrowding,  as  there  are  no  houses  to  be  obtained  in 
the  neighbourhood,  and  two  houses  are  occupied  which  are 
I unfit  for  occupation  for  the  same  reason. 

, Sewerage  and  Water  Supply.— There  is  no  sewerage 
I system  in  any  part  of  the  district,  nor  is  there  any  public  water 
Mupply,  but  mo.st  of  the  wells  from  which  the  supplies  are 

I obtained,  are  sunk  into  the  chalk,  giving,  in  the  majority  of 
cases,  water  of  good  quality.  It  would  be  perhaps  desirable 

!to  enforce  strictly  the  granting  of  certificates  for  water  supply 
before  new  dwellings  are  occupied  as  provided  by  the  Act 
I of  1878. 

• Sanitary  Work.— Mr.  Strickland,  the  sanitary  inspector, 

* appointed  in  the  place  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  Pinniger,  reports  the 
i inspection  of  498  premises,  and  139  in  detail.  Nuisances  were 
i discovered  on  172,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  all  but  twenty

Statistics  of  Census,  1901.— The  district  has  a total 
area  of  42,000  acres  land  and  210  inland  water,  and  at  the 
time  of  the  last  Census  it  contained  1,942  inhabited  houses  and 
an  enumerated  population  of  8,370 — M.  4,044,  F.  4,326 — and 
the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  was  4*3 . 

Geological  Character. — The  geological  character  of  the 
district  is  varied,  it  is  for  the  most  part  on  different  members 
of  the  upper  cretaceous  and  the  upper  and  middle  oolitic  for- 
mations, extending  from  the  Hinkseys,  which  are  on  the  Oxford 
clay.  The  strip  which  runs  from  north  to  south  along  the 
course  of  the  Thames  and  of  the  Ock  stream  is  on  the  alluvium 
of  the  river  beds  and  drift  gravels. 

Population  and  Housing.— Basing  the  estimate  on  the 
assumption  that  the  annual  decrease  in  the  population  during 
the  years  previous  to  1901  has  continued,  the  number  of  in- 
habitants at  the  middle  of  1907  would  be  7,867,  which  is,  how- 
ever, probably  somewhat  under  the  proper  figure.  Four  cases 
of  overcrowding  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year,  one 
cottage  has  been  closed  as  unfit  for  occupation,  and  nine 
dilapidated  and  foul  ones  have  been  cleansed  and  repaired. 

Sewerage  and  Water  Supply.— The  district  is  un- 
sewered, and  there  is  not  any  public  scavenging.  With  the 
exception  of  Milton,  Steventon,  and  Fyfield,  which  have  public 
water  supplies,  the  district  is  entirely  dependent  upon  wells. 
Twenty-three  houses  were  furnished  with  fresh  supplies,  two 
from  the  mains  and  the  remainder  from  wells.  Certificates  of 
water  supply  were  granted  for  twelve  houses  and  two  samples 
were  taken  for  analysis. 

Isolation  Hospital.— Twenty-two  patients  were  treated 
in  the  Hospital  during  the  year,  viz.,  scarlet  fever,  twelve  and 
diphtheria,  ten. 
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Sanitary  Work.— The  sanitary  inspector,  Mr.  T.  B. 
Warren,  reports  the  inspection  of  one  hundred  and  thirteen 
premises,  fifty-one  in  detail.  Nuisances  were  discovered  in 
eighty-five  and  abated  on  fifty-five  premi.ses,  and  proceedings 
were  taken  and  a conviction  obtained  in  one  case.  Twenty 
nuis^lnces  related  to  foul  closets,  sewers  or  drains,  ten  to 
animals  improperly  kept,  and  six  to  polluted  or  deficient 
water  supplies. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901.— Seven  premises 
were  visited  and  the  houses  of  thirteen  homeworkers  were 
inspected.  Notice  prohibiting  work  was  served  in  one  case. 
Lists  were  received  of  231  outworkers  living  in  the  district, 
and  employed  for  the  most  part  in  Abingdon. 

Notifiable  Sickness. — The  notifications  received  were 
diphtheria,  eighteen  ; scarlet  fever,  fourteen  ; erysipelas,  four  ; 
and  puerperal  fever,  one. 

Diphtheria.— Of  the  eighteen  cases,  the  first  in  January 
was  probably  brought  into  the  district  and  one  in  April  was 
due  to  a nuisance  on  the  premises.  All  the  other  attacks  were 
apparently  isolated  ones,  there  not  being  any  triiceable  con- 
nection between  them.  One  case  was  fatal. 

Scarlet  Fever.— There  were  only  fourteen  Ccises  during 
the  year.  Three  cases  at  Steventon  in  September  were  pro- 
bably taken  from  an  infected  person  who  came  into  the 
district. 

Non-notifiable  Infectious  Sickness.— There  was  an 
outbreak  of  measles  near  Abingdon  in  jcinuary,  rendering  it 
necessary  to  close  one  of  the  schools.  One  case  proved  fatal. 

Vital  Statistics.— The  births  registered  during  the  year 
were  207 — M.  99,  F.  108— and  the  deaths  103.  Nineteen 
deaths  of  previous  residents  dying  in  public  institutions  out- 
■side  the  district  have  to  be  added,  making  the  nett  number  of 
deaths  122 — M.  67,  F.  55.  The  birth  rate  was  26’3  and  the 
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nett  death  rate  15*5  per  i,ooo  of  the  estimated  population. 
The  infantile  deaths,  which  included  three  from  premature 
birth  and  three  from  congenital  defects  (see  Table  V.),  were 
at  the  rate  of  loi  per  1,000  births.  Heart  disease  was  fatal 
to  twenty-one  persons,  cancerous  diseases  to  eleven,  bronchitis 
to  fourteen,  phthisis  to  four,  and  old  age  to  fourteen.

Statistical  Details  of  Census,  1901.— The  area  of 
the  district  is  12,346  acres,  including-  205  of  inland  water. 
Inhabited  houses,  569;  population,  M.  1,185,  F-  ^236;  total, 
2,421.  Density  of  population,  4-2  per  house,  and  approxi- 
mately one  person  to  every  five  acres. 

Geological  Character.— Sandford-on-Thames  is  on  the 
calcareous  grit.  This  is  followed  to  the  south  by  Kim- 
meridge  clay,  which  is  succeeded  by  the  lower  green  sand 
as  far  south  as  Clifton  Hampton.  March  Baldon  is  on  a 
tongue  of  gault,  and  all  three  formations  are  found  at  Culham. 

Population  and  Housing.— The  population  atthe  middle 
of  1907  is  estimated  at  2,277,  which  is  calculated  on  the  Census 
of  1901,  which  showed  a yearly  decrease  on  that  of  1891  of 
twenty-seven  persons.  There  were  no  new  houses  built  during 
the  year.  Three  cases  of  overcrowded  or  dilapidated  ones 
were  dealt  with. 

Sewerage  and  Water  Supply.— No  part  of  the  district 
is  sewered,  and  there  is  no  public  water  supply.  The  district 
being  wholly  dependent  on  wells,  the  water  of  which,  in  many 
ca.ses,  is  found  on  analysis  to  be  unreliable. 

Isolation  Hospital.— The  Cottage  Ho.spital  at  Clifton 
Hampton  v/as  made  use  of  by  twenty-six  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
during  the  year,  and  one  case  was  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  of  the  Abingdon  Joint  Board  for  treatment. 

Sanitary  Work.— Mr.  Tompkins,  the  sanitary  inspector, 
reports  the  inspection  of  fifty-three  premises,  six  in  detail,  and 
the  discovery  of  twelve  nuisance.s,  which  were  abated.  Four- 
teen cowsheds,  ten  bakehouses,  three  piggeries,  one  slaughter- 
house, and  six  canal  boats  were  inspected,  and  all  were  found 
in  a satisfactory  condition,  with  the  exception  of  five  bake- 
houses which  required  cleansing. 
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Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901.— Two  factories  and 
seven  workshops  were  inspected,  and  in  the  case  of  five  bake- 
houses notices  were  served  and  the  defects  remedied.  The 
cottages  of  twenty-six  outworkers  were  each  inspected  on  two 
occasions  and  were  found  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Sickness.— The  only  infectious 
disease  notified  during  the  year  was  scarlet  fever.  There  were 
twenty-seven  cases,  of  which  five  occurred  at  Clifton  Hampton 
in  August  and  September;  at  Sandford-on-Thames,  where  the 
first  notification  was  received  from,  and  at  Nuneham  Courte- 
nay, the  greatest  number  of  attacks  took  place.  The  schools 
at  these  two  villages  were  closed  for  a time  and  thoroughly 
disinfected;  there  were  no  fatal  cases. 

Non-.notifiable  Infectious  Complaints.— There  was 
no  outbreak  of  a serious  nature  during  the  year  and  there  were 
no  fatal  cases. 


Vital  Statistics. — The  births  registered  during  the  year 
were  fifty-three — M.  27,  F.  26 — and  seventeen  deaths  ; two 
residents  who  died  beyond  the  district  have  to  be  added, 
making  the  nett  number  of  deaths  nineteen,  which  is  the 
lowest  recorded.  Phthisis  was  fatal  to  two,  bronchitis  to 
three,  heart  disease  to  two,  and  old  age  and  decay  to  three. 
1 wo  infants  died  in  their  first  year,  one  from  diarrhoea  and 
one  from  congenital  defects.

Statistical  Details  of  Census,  1901.— The  area  of 
the  district  is  701  acres,  and  27  acres  of  inland  water. 
Occupied  houses  1,440.  Population  6,480 — M.  3,044,  F.  3,436 
— of  whom  129  were  inmates  of  the  workhouse  received  from 
the  rural  sanitary  districts  included  in  the  Union  as  well  as 
from  the  Borough. 

Geological  Character.— The  greater  part  of  the  district 
is  on  the  Thames  drift  gravel  and  alluvium,  but  to  the  north  of 
Ock  Street  the  Kimmeridge  clay  prevails. 

Population.— Calculated  on  the  assumption  that  the 
yearly  decrease  during  the  ten  years  previous  to  1901  has 
continued,  the  population  at  the  middle  of  1907  would  be  6,337, 
but,  inasmuch  as  nearly  one  hundred  new  houses  have  been 
erected  since  1901,  it  is  possible  that  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  inhabitants. 

Sewerage  and  Scavenging.— The  principal  work  during 
1907  was  the  purchase  of  fifty-three  acres  of  land  adjoining 
the  Sewage  Farm;  thirty-one  acres  being  suitable  for  ordi- 
nary sewage  treatment,  and  twenty-two  acres  for  occasional 
use  only.  The  treatment  at  the  outfall  continues  to  give  a 
good  effluent,  and  the  public  scavenging  is  regularly  and 
properly  carried  out. 

Water  Supply.— Eleven  supplies  were  furnished  during 
the  year.  Some  of  the  old  and  unreliable  wells  in  the  town 
are  still  u.sed  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes;  the  public 
water  supply  obtained  from  the  boring  in  the  Market  Place 
is  of  very  good  quality. 

Isolation  Hospital.— Thirty-nine  cases  (scarlet  fever, 
twenty-seven  and  diphtheria,  twelve)  were  removed  to  the 
Hospital  in  Marsham  Road  during  the  year. 
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Sanitary  Work.— Mr.  G.  Winship,  sanitary  inspector, 
reports  the  inspection  of  249  premises,  which  include  forty- 
five  in  detail.  Sixty-two  nuisances  were  discovered,  and  they 
were  abated  after  formal  notices  had  been  served. 

Milkshops,  Bakehouses,  &c.— Ten  reg-istered  milk- 
shops  and  two  cowsheds  were  inspected,  as  also  were  seven 
slaughterhouses  and  fifteen  bakehouses  ; they  were  all  found 
to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition  and  the  respective  regulations 
carried  out.  One  common  lodginghouse  and  twenty-seven 
canal  boats  were  visited  and  found  to  be  satisfactorily  kept. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901  .—Forty-five  work- 
shops were  inspected,  as  were  the  premises  of  two  hundred 
and  four  outworkers.  In  the  case  of  the  latter  thirty  nuisances 
were  discovered  and  abated  after  notices  had  been  served. 
Three  orders  were  made  and  complied  with  stopping  work 
during  infectious  illness.  There  are  forty-five  workshops  on 
the  register,  including  fifteen  bakehouses,  one  laundry,  and 
twenty-nine  of  various  trade  premises. 

Notifiable  Sickness.— P'orty-seven  notifications  were 
received  during  the  year,  viz.,  scarlet  fever,  twenty-eight  ; 
dii)htheria,  fifteen ; erysipelas,  three ; and  puerperal  fever, 
one. 

Scarlet  Fever.— Of  the  twenty-eight  cases,  twenty  oc- 
curred in  the  first  four  months  of  the  year  and  were  mostly 
children  attending  elementary  schools.  All  the  houses  were 
properly  disinfected  and  there  were  no  fatal  cases. 

Diphtheria.— Of  the  fifteen  cases  notified  during  the  year 
one  .proved  fatal.  Twelve  patients  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  and  their  premises  thoroughly  disinfected. 
In  one  instance  the  sanitary  arrangements  were  not  found 
satisfactory,  but  in  the  other  cases  no  reason  could  be  found 
from  the  enquiries  instituted  as  to  the  origin  of  the  infection. 
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Vital  Statistics.— One  hundred  and  forty-nine  births 
were  registered  during  the  year — M.  82,  F.  67 — nine  of  which 
were  illegitimate,  and  one  hundred  and  three  deaths.  Of  this 
number  twenty-seven  deaths  occurred  in  public  institutions, 
fifteen  being  non-residents  in  the  district.  Deducting  these 
and  adding  two  deaths  of  previous  residents  who  died  outside 
the  district,  the  nett  number  is  ninety — M.  44,  F.  46.  Thirty- 
four  of  these  were  over  sixty-five  years  of  age  and  fourteen 
were  infants  who  died  in  their  first  year.  Bronchitis  was  fatal 
to  nine  persons ; cancer  to  ten,  all  but  one  over  sixty-five  years 
of  age ; phthisis  to  eight ; heart  disease  to  eleven ; and  four 
to  brain  diseases.

inland  water.  Population  6,204,  including  37  inmates  in  the 
“Cottage  Homes”  and  646  in  the  County  Asylum,  few  of 
whom  belong  to  the  district.  Deducting  these,  the  nett  popu- 
lation in  1901  was  5,558,  being  489  fewer  than  in  i89r. 
Occupied  houses  1,272,  uninhabited  94. 

Geological  Character. — Aston,  Cholsey,  Hagbourne, 
and  Moreton  are  on  the  upper  green  sand,  Moulsford  is  on 
the  chalk,  and  the  strip  adjoining  the  Thames  is  on  the 
river  drift. 

Population  and  Housing. — There  is  in  this  district  a 
considerable  excess  of  persons  over  forty-five  years  of  age, 
caused  by  the  number  of  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum  at  that 
age  period.  The  nett  population  at  the  middle  of  1907  is 
estimated  at  5,321.  This  is  calculated  on  the  nett  annual 
decrease  of  forty-nine.  As,  however,  there  have  been  many 
new  houses  built  recently  at  Didcot,  where  there  is  a large 
and  increasing  railway  population,  this  estimate  must  only 
be  taken  as  provisional. 

Water  Supply  and  Sewerage.— Hagbourne  New  Town 
and  part  of  Didcot  is  the  only  portion  of  the  district  which  is 
sewered  and  has  a good  supply  of  water.  Eleven  houses  have 
had  services  laid  on  during  the  year. 

Isolation  Hospital. — There  were  twelve  cases  treated 
during  the  year,  namely,  ten  of  scarlet  fever  and  two  of 
diphtheria. 

Sanitary  Work.— The  sanitary  inspector,  Mr.  R.  Lay, 
reports  the  inspection  of  863  premises  during  the  year,  120 
in  detail,  and  the  discovery  of  257  nuisances  which  have  been 
abated  on  235  of  them.  Six  related  to  overcrowded  and  two 
to  foul  houses  ; earth  closets  were  provided  for  thirty-nine  and 
water  closets  to  four  premises. 
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Cowsheds,  &c.— Fifty-three  cowsheds  were  inspected, 
and  seven  required  cleansings,  and  seventy-five  pig-gferies, 
nuisances  on  thirty-five  of  which  were  abated.  Three  of  the 
ten  bakehouses  inspected  required  attention.  There  are  no 
underground  bakehouses. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901.— There  are  eleven 
bakehouses  and  two  dressmakers  which  come  under  this  Act, 
and  there  are  three  outworkers. 

Infectious  Diseases. — The  notifications  received  durinsf 
the  year  were  as  follows:  Scarlet  fever,  forty-four;  diphther/a, 
eigsht ; erysipelas,  three  ; enteric  fever,  two. 

Scarlet  Fever.— There  was  a large  and  regrettable 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  compared  with  1906.  In 
January  nine  cases  were  reported  at  Long  Wittenham,  five 
in  one  family  ; five  cases  in  February,  twelve  in  November, 
at  Cholsey,  five  in  one  family  and  the  remaining  cases  were 
spread  throughout  the  year.  Nine  patients  were  removed  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital.  It  was  impossible  to  trace  the  origin 
of  the  outbreak  (no  cases  of  which  proved  fatal);  but  there  is 
rea.son  to  believe  that  the  schools  were  responsible  to  a large 
extent  for  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Diphtheria.— Five  cases  were  reported  in  March  at  East 
Hagbourne,  four  in  one  family,  one  of  which  proved  fatal  at 
the  Isolation  Hospital.  One  case  was  reported  in  April,  one 
in  May,  and  one  in  December. 

Entei  ic  Fever.  Both  cases  notified  were  inmates  of  the 
County  Asylum  and  one  proved  fatal. 

Non-notifiable  Infectious  Disease.-Under  this  head- 
ing the  only  death  to  record  is  that  of  an  infant  ten  months 
of  age,  who  died  from  whooping  cough. 

Vital  Statistics.  The  number  of  births  registered  in  the 
year  was  141— M.  64,  F.  77,  and  the  total  deaths  142,  viz.,  first 
quarter,  43;  second  quarter,  40;  third  quarter,  27;  fourth 
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quarter,  32.  Sixty-seven  were  not  previous  residents  of  the 
district,  beitiif  inmates  of  the  Asylum.  Deductinjf  these  and 
adding-  twelve  deaths  of  former  residents  who  died  in  the 
Wallingford  Union  House  the  nett  number  of  deaths  is  eighty- 
seven.  The  birth  rate  was  26  5 and  the  nett  death  rate  14-4 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  On  Table  V.  will  be  found  the 
details  of  infantile  mortality,  from  which  it  will  be  noticed 
eight  infants  died  in  their  first  year,  four  were  born  prema- 
turely, and  one  from  congenital  defects. 

There  were  nine  deaths  from  cancer,  fifteen  from  pul- 
monary inflammations,  two  from  phthisis,  twenty  from  heart 
and  allied  complaints,  eight  from  apoplexy  and  brain  diseases, 
and  eleven  from  old  age  and  decay.

Statistical  Details  of  Census,  1901.— The  area  of  the 
district  is  20, 164  acres,  inclusive  of  145  of  inland  water.  In- 
habited houses  1,134,  unoccupied  135;  population  M.  2,331, 
F.  2,443 — total  4,774.  Density  of  population,  4-2  persons  per 
house,  and  practically  one  to  every  4^  acres  of  area. 

Geologioal  Character. — The  parishes  of  Dorchester, 
Warborough,  Berrick,  and  Newington  are  on  the  gault,  por- 
tions of  Crowmarsh,  Benson,  and  Newnham  are  on  the  upper 
green  sand ; but  the  rest  of  these  parishes,  with  Ewelme  and 
North  and  South  Stoke  are  on  the  chalk,  and  the  narrow  strip 
adjoining  the  Thames  and  the  Thame  stream  is  on  the  river 
drift  gravels. 

Population  and  Housing. — The  estimated  population 
to  the  middle  of  the  year,  as  shewn  in  Table  I.,  namely,  4,595, 
is  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  yearly  decrease  between 
the  Census  of  1901  and  that  of  1891,  has  continued.  There  is 
a large  proportion  of  small  and  old  houses  in  the  district;  in 
1901  over  50  per  cent,  of  them  had  less  than  five  rooms  each. 
Thirteen  cases  of  overcrowding  were  dealt  with  during  the 
year,  and  fifty-four  foul  and  dilapidated  cottages  required  to 
bo  put  in  proper  condition. 

Sewerage  and  Water  Supply.— No  portion  of  the  dis- 
trict is  provided  with  sewerage,  and,  with  the  exception  of  the 
small  part  where  the  Goring  Company’s  mains  are  laid,  it  is 
dependent  for  its  water  supply  upon  ordinary  wells  and  rain 
water. 

Isolation  Hospital.— Six  cases  of  notified  infectious 
disease  were  removed  to  the  Wallingford  Joint  Hospital, 
namely,  five  patients  suffering  from  scarlet  fever  and  one 
from  diphtheria. 
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Sanitary  Work.— Mr,  A,  G.  Gray,  the  sanitary  inspector, 
reports  the  inspection  of  609  premises;  nuisances  discovered 
in  202  cases  and  abated  in  181.  About  33  per  cent,  related 
to  foul  closets  or  drains,  ten  to  animals  improperly  kept,  and 
fifty-four  to  unsanitary  cottages  as  stated  above. 

Cowsheds,  Milkshops,  &.C.— Thirty-eight  cowsheds, 
ten  dairies,  ten  bakehouses,  thirty-six  piggeries,  four  slaughter- 
houses, and  sixteen  canal  boats  were  inspected  during  the 
year,  and  in  the  majority  of  instances  were  found  in  good 
order,  but  in  the  case  of  five  cowsheds,  four  bakehouses,  and 
two  slaughterhouses  certain  cleansing  was  required  and  was 
carried  out. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901 .— Twenty- five 
workshops  were  inspected  and  written  notices  were  served  in 
four  instances,  one  relating  to  want  of  ventilation  and  three  to 
cleansing,  and  the  defects  were  remedied.  The  number  of 
workshops  on  the  register  is  twenty-five,  viz.,  ten  bakehouses 
and  fifteen  of  other  trades.  There  was  one  outworker  in  the 
district,  and  his  premises  were  visited  on  four  occasions. 

Infectious  Disease.— Eleven  notifications  were  received, 
viz.,  diphtheria,  three  ; scarlet  fever,  five;  erysipelas,  two;  and 
enteric  fever,  one.  No  case  was  fatal ; the  only  deaths  from 
zymotic  complaints  being  two  from  infiuenza.  There  was  an 
outbreak  of  measles  at  South  Stoke  in  June  and  of  influenza 
at  Benson  in  January,  on  account  of  which  the  schools  at  both 
places  were  closed. 

Vital  Statistics.— The  registered  births  of  the  year  were 
1 19 — M.  52,  F.  67 — four  of  them  being  illegitimate,  and  the 
death.s  47,  viz.,  first  quarter,  15;  second  quarter,  5;  third 
quarter,  16;  and  last  quarter,  ii.  Seven  deaths  were  reported 
of  previous  residents  who  died  beyond  the  district— six  in 
Wallingford  Union  and  one  in  the  Royal  Berks  Hospital — 
making  the  nett  total  fifty-four.  Eight  were  infants  under  one 
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year  old,  and  twenty-four  were  over  sixty-five  yeairs  of  age. 
Phthisis  accounted  for  five,  cancer  for  three,  and  pulmonary 
inflammations  for  seven.  There  were  five  deaths  from  heart 
diseases,  seven  from  apoplexy  and  other  brain  troubles,  four 
from  accidents,  and  six  from  old  age  and  decay.

Statistical  Details  of  Census,  1901.— The  area  of  the 
district  is  380  acres,  including-  eight  of  inland  water.  Inhabited 
houses  624.  Population  2,808 — M.  1,298,  F'.  1,510.  Density  of 
population  4-5  persons  per  house  and,  approximately,  7-5 
persons  to  each  acre. 

Geological  Character. — The  town  of  Wallingford  is  on 
the  upper  green  sand,  sloping  down  to  the  drift  gravels  of  the 
'I'hames  river  bed. 

Population  and  Housing. — The  estimated  population 
to  the  middle  of  1907  is  2,564,  which  is  calculated  on  the  as- 
sumption that  the  decrease  noticed  between  the  Census  of  1891 
and  that  of  1901  has  continued.  Plans  were  passed  under  the 
Building  Bye-laws  for  three  houses,  but  no  new  ones  were 
erected  during  the  year.  Six  cases  of  overcrowding  were 
dealt  with,  and  nuisances  detected  on  ten  foul  and  nine  dilapi- 
dated houses  were  abated. 

Sewerage  and  Water  Supply.— The  whole  of  the  town 
is  well  sewered  and  there  is  a municipal  water  supply.  The 
scavenging  of  house  refuse  has  been  well  and  systematically 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

Isolation  Hospital. — Seven  cases  of  diphtheria  and  one 
of  scarlet  fever  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year  at  the 
Joint  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  Borough  and  for  the  Rural 
Districts  of  Wallingford  and  Crowmarsh. 

Sanitary  Work.— Mr.  A.  G.  Gray,  the  sanitary  inspector, 
reports  the  inspection  of  2 lo  premises  and  six  in  detail.  Seventy- 
eight  nuisances  were  discovered,  sixty-three  of  which  were 
abated  before  the  end  of  the  year,  the  most  important  of  them 
being  the  overcrowded,  foul,  or  dilapidated  houses  already 
mentioned.  Three  cowsheds,  three  dairies,  and  three  milk- 
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shops  were  inspected,  as  also  were  twenty-nine  pig^g;eries,  six 
slaughterliouses,  and  seven  bakehouses.  Defects,  principally 
relating'  to  want  of  cleansing",  were  noticed  in  three  cowsheds, 
two  slaug'hter  houses,  and  four  bakehouses,  and  were  remedied. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. — There  are  twenty- 
seven  workshops  reg'istered  in  the  district,  and  during'  the  year 
forty-eight  inspections  were  made.  Five  written  notices  were 
served  relating'  to  want  of  cleanliness,  and  were  complied  with. 
There  are  sixteen  outworkers  in  the  district,  and  fourteen  in- 
spections of  their  premises  were  made,  and  they  were  found 
to  be  kept  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases.— Twelve  notifications 
were  received,  viz.,  diphtheria,  seven;  erysipelas,  three;  and 
scarlet  fever,  two.  None  of  the  cases  seemed  to  have  any  con- 
nection with  each  other,  and  were  spread  at  intervals  of  about 
a month  during  the  year,  and  none  of  them  were  fatal. 


Non-notifiable  Infectious  Sickness.— The  only  death 
that  occurred  was  one  from  influenza,  which  was  somewhat 
prevalent  during  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Vital  Statistics. — The  registered  number  of  births  for 
the  year  was  seventy-two — M.  34,  F.  38 — and  there  were  fifty 
deaths.  Nineteen  of  these  were  non-residents,  and  have  to  be 
deducted,  making  the  nett  number  of  deaths  thirty-one.  From 
Table  I.  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  was  28'!  and  the  nett 
death  rate  I2'i  per  I,000  of  the  estimated  population.  The 
rate  of  infantile  mortality  was  sixty  per  1,000  registered  births.

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BRADFIELD  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

Statistical  Details  of  Census,  1901.— The  area  of  the 
district  is  54,641  acres,  inclusive  of  336  of  inland  water.  In- 
habited houses  3,322,  with  232  unoccupied  ones  and  39  build- 
ing. Population  M.  7,544,  F.  7,716 — total  15,260.  The  aver- 
age density  of  population  was  4^6  per  house,  and  practically 
one  person  to  every  three  and  a-half  acres  of  area. 

Geological  Character.— The  northern  portion  of  the 
district  extending  south  from  Streatley  to  a line  drawn  between 
Bucklebury  and  Theale  is  chiefly  on  the  chalk,  though,  over 
two  considerable  areas,  this  formation  is  overlaid  by  the  Wool- 
wich and  Reading  beds  and  the  London  clay. 

Population.— Calculated  on  the  small  nett  increase  in 
the  settled  population  in  the  ten  years  between  the  Census  of 
1891  and  that  of  1901  the  number  of  inhabitants  at  the  middle 
of  1907  would  be  15,290.  The  comparatively  large  increase 
in  the  parishes  of  Pangbourne,  Tilehurst,  and  Bradfield  is 
nearly  balanced  by  the  decrease  in  the  more  agricultural 
districts. 

Housing.— During  the  year  sixty-eight  plans  for  houses 
have  been  passed  under  the  Building  Bye-laws,  and  thirty- 
three  new  houses  have  been  erected. 

Sewerage. — A Local  Government  Board  inquiry  was  held 
in  August  for  sanction  to  borrow  money  for  purposes  of  sewer- 
age and  sewage  disposal  for  the  parish  of  Tilehurst,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  by  the  time  the  next  report  is  in  your 
hands  that  sewerage  works  will  be  in  progress. 

Water  Supply. — The  greater  part  of  the  district  is  still 
dependent  on  wells  for  their  water  supply,  but  the  mains  of  the 
Tilehurst  Company  are  being  extended  to  the  neighbouring 
localities.  The  Council  having  applied  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  for  sanction  to  borrow  £475,  for  experimental  works  of 


water  supply  for  the  parish  of  Stratfield  Mortimer,  an  inquiry 
was  held  into  the  subject  in  January;  but  from  the  late  Dr. 
Woodforde’s  papers  I am  unable  to  discover  whether  any- 
thing has  yet  been  done  towards  providing  the  place  in  ques- 
tion with  a reliable  supply  of  water. 

Isolation  Hospital.— There  is  not  at  the  present  time 
any  provision  for  such  in  the  neighbourhood.  During  the  year 
one  case  of  diphtheria  was  removed  to  the  Reading  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Tilehurst,  where  it  proved  fatal  shortly  after 
admission. 

Sanitary  Work. — The  sanitary  inspector,  Mr.  T.  Windle, 
reports  the  inspection  of  550  premises  during  the  year.  Nine- 
teen nuisances  were  discovered  and  eighteen  were  abated.  Six 
related  to  closets  or  drains  and  the  same  number  to  over 
crowded  and  foul  houses. 

Cowhouses,  Milkshops,  &c. — Twenty-nine  cowsheds, 
four  dairies,  and  six  milkshops  were  insjiected,  also  thirteen 
bakehouses  and  three  canal  boats,  and  there  were  sixteen 
inspections  of  the  slaughterhouses.  With  the  exception  of 
one  cowshed,  the  whole  of  the  premi.ses  visited  were  found  in 
a satisfactory  condition. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901.— Out  of  fifty-five 
registered  workshopis  in  the  district,  twenty-six  were  inspected, 
including  thirteen  bakehouses.  I'here  are  two  outworkers  in 
the  neighbourhood,  and  their  premises  were  inspected  on  two 
occasions.  All  the  ])laces  were  found  well  kept  in  accordance 
with  the  Act. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases.— During  the  year 
ninety  notifications  were  received,  viz.,  diphtheria,  forty-four; 
.scarlet  fever,  thirty-five;  erysipelas,  six;  and  enteric  fever, 
five. 

Diphtheria.— The  severe  nature  of  the  attack  of  1906, 
when  there  were  ninety-three  cases,  continued  in  a lesser  degree 
during  the  year.  Of  the  forty-four  notificatons,  thiirteen  cases 


occurred,  principally  in  Tilehurst  and  Pangbourne  in  April, 
and  the  remainder  were  spread  about  equally  during  the  year. 
With  the  exception  of  the  attack  in  January,  when  the  com- 
plaint was  probably  brought  from  Reading,  no  connection 
could  be  traced  between  the  different  cases,  of  which  there 
were  five  fatal  ones. 

Scarlet  Fever.— There  were  thirty-five  cases,  twelve  of 
which  occurred  in  May,  principally  at  Theale,  amongst  the 
school  children.  The  school  was  closed  for  a time,  but,  im- 
mediately on  its  reopening,  the  complaint  again  broke  out. 
The  remaining  attacks  were  spread  throughout  the  year,  and 
the  source  of  origin  could  not  be  discovered.  One  case  was 
fatal. 


Non-notifiable  Sickness. — There  were  five  deaths 
during  the  year  from  diarrhoea  (four  of  infants)  and  two  from 
whooping  cough. 


Vital  Statistics.— The  registered  births  for  the  year  were 
M.  i8o,  F.  184,  total  364,  and  the  deaths  amounted  to  181,  viz., 
first  quarter,  48;  second  quarter.  62;  third  quarter,  35;  fourth 
quarter,  36 ; from  which  twelve  have  to  be  deducted  as  non- 
residents ; fourteen  residents  dying  beyond  the  district  have 
to  be  added;  the  nett  number  of  deaths  is  therefore  183.  The 
infantile  deaths  were  slightly  in  excess  of  last  year,  but  were 
still  at  a low  rate,  namely,  63  per  1,000  births.  There  were 
fifteen  deaths  from  cancer,  fourteen  from  pneumonia,  ten  from 
phthisis,  heart  disease  claimed  thirty,  apoplexy  ten,  and  old  age 
and  decay  twenty-eight.

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GORING  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

Statistical  Details  of  Census,  1901.— The  area  of  the 
district  is  9,534  acres  land  and  194  inland  water.  Occupied 
houses  630.  Population  2857,  being-  4-5  persons  per  house 
and  about  one  to  3-3  acres. 

Geological  Character.— With  the  exception  of  a small 
area  at  Coombe  on  the  Woolwich  and  Reading  beds  and  the 
strip  of  river  drift  skirting  the  Thames,  the  district  is  entirely 
on  the  chalk. 

Population  and  Housing.— The  estimated  population 
to  the  middle  of  1907  is  2,890,  based  upon  the  very  small  in- 
crease of  the  Census  returns  of  1901  from  those  of  1891. 
Eleven  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  and  plans  passed 
under  the  Building  Bye-laws  for  twenty-one.  Certificates  of 
water  supply  were  granted  to  five  houses. 

Sewerage  and  Water  Supply.— At  the  present  time 
the  whole  district  is  unsewered,  but  the  question  of  providing 
sewerage,  especially  for  the  village  of  Goring,  in  view  of  the 
number  of  new  houses  being  built  and  the  limited  space  many 
of  the  older  houses  have  for  dealing  with  the  house  sewage, 
is  one  that  calls  for  the  consideration  of  the  Council.  As 
regards  the  water  supply,  the  mains  of  the  Goring  Company 
are  laid  throughout  the  village  and  extend  beyond  it.  Whit- 
church is  provided  by  the  Tilehurst  and  Woodcote  Companies 
and  Mapledurham.  has  a storage  tank. 

Sanitary  Work.— Mr.  Windle,  the  sanitary  inspector, 
reports  the  inspection  of  137  premises  during  the  year  and 
the  discovery  of  six  nuisances,  five  of  which  were  abated. 
Four  cowsheds,  two  dairies,  one  milkshop,  two  slaughterhouses, 
and  three  bakehouses  were  inspected,  and  one  of  the  latter 
required  cleansing. 
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Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901 —Six  factories  were 
inspected  during-  the  year  and  found  in  a satisfactory  condition. 
There  are  no  outworkers  in  the  district,  and  the  reg-istered 
workshops  number  fifteen. 

Isolation  Hospital.— There  is  none  at  present  in  the 
district,  but  arrangements  were  made  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year  whereby  patients  from  Goring,  Mapledurham,  and 
Whitchurch  parishes  could  be  received  at  the  Wallingford 
and  Crowmarsh  Hospital. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Sickness.— Twenty-four  notifica- 
tions were  received  during  the  year,  viz.,  diphtheria,  fifteen  ; 
erysipelas,  three  ; scarlet  fever,  five ; puerperal  fever,  one. 

Diphtheria. — The  first  outbreak  occurred  at  W’hitchurch 
in  February,  when  there  were  four  cases,  and  three  of  them  in 
one  family;  it  was  probably  brought  into  the  district  from 
Reading.  Four  cases  occurred  at  Goring  in  July  (three  in 
one  family)  and  the  remainder  were  spread  throughout  the 
year  and  all  at  Whitchurch.  There  were  two  fatal  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever.— There  was  no  traceable  history  to  the 
five  cases  notified,  one  of  which  proved  fatal.  There  were 
two  cases  in  September,  and  one  each  in  May,  August,  and 
October. 

Vital  Statistics. — Fifty-nine  births  were  registered  during 
the  year — M.  26,  F.  33 — being  ten  less  than  in  igo6,  and 
forty-two  deaths,  viz.,  first  quarter,  17;  second  quarter,  10 ; 
third  quarter,  5;  fourth  quarter,  10 ; to  which  have  to  be 
added  five  deaths  of  previous  residents  beyond  the  district, 
making  the  nett  mortality  forty-seven — M.  27,  F.  20.  There 
were  four  deaths  of  infants  in  their  first  year  (see  Table  V.); 
while  twenty,  or  nearly  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  mortality  at  all 
ages,  were  over  sixty-five  years  of  age.  Two  deaths  were 
due  to  phthisis,  two  to  cancer,  and  four  to  bronchitis.  Apoplexy 
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and  other  diseases  of  the  brain  were  fatal  to  eight  and  old  age 
and  decay  to  four.

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COOKHAM  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

The  entire  area  of  this  district  is  27,801  acres,  including-  373 
of  inland  water.  At  the  Census  of  1901  the  population  was 
10,574 — M.  5,067,  F.  5,507,  the  number  of  occupied  houses 
2,373,  and  the  density  of  population  4-5  per  house. 

The  northern  and  eastern  portion  of  the  district  is  for 
the  whole  distance  from  opposite  Medmenham  to  Boveney  on 
a strip  of  the  drift  gravel  and  alluvium  of  the  river  bed, 
from  one  to  two  miles  in  width,  and  the  villages  of  Bray, 
Cookham,  Bisham,  and  Hurley  are  situated  on  it.  At  the 
south  end  of  Hurley  and  on  to  Bray  and  Holyport,  London 
or  the  Reading  beds  prevail ; the  remainder  of  the  district  is 
on  the  chalk. 

Population.— The  estimated  population  to  the  middle  of 
1907  is  11,212,  based  on  the  Census  returns  of  1901,  which 
showed  an  annual  increase  as  from  that  of  1891  of  seventy-one 
persons.  Sixty-nine  new  houses  have  been  built  since  the  last 
Report,  mostly  in  the  districts  of  Bray,  Cookham,  and  Hurley. 

Water  Supply  and  Sewerage.— The  Maidenhead  Water 
Company’s  mains  are  laid  over  a considerable  part  of  the  dis- 
trict, and  it  is  very  desirable  that  they  should  be  further  ex- 
tended. Considering  the  rapid  growth  of  some  of  the  villages 
in  the  district,  it  is  most  urgent  that  the  question  of  sewerage 
and  scavening  should  be  taken  into  consideration. 

Isolation  Hospital.— There  is  no  provision  of  this  kind 
in  the  district,  but  patients  can  be  admitted  into  the  Borough 
Hospital  by  arrangement  with  the  Urban  Authority. 

Sanitary  Work.— Mr.  Coleman,  the  sanitary  inspector, 
reports  the  inspection  of  315  premises  during  the  year,  on  100 
of  which  nuisances  were  discovered  and  61  abated.  Full  par- 
ticulars will  be  found  in  the  Table  of  Sanitary  Inspectors’ 
Reports, 


Cowsheds,  Milkshops,  &c. —Forty-three  cowsheds, 
twelve  dairies,  ^lnd  twenty-two  bakehouses  were  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  also  ten  piggeries  and  two  slaughter 
houses.  The  majority  were  found  in  a satisfactory  condition  ; 
but  in  the  case  of  two  cowsheds,  three  bakehouses,  and  one 
dairy  certain  whitewashing  and  cleansing  was  required,  which 
was  duly  carried  out. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901.— During  the  year 
twenty-six  workshops  and  three  factories  were  visited  ; defects 
due  to  want  of  cleanliness  were  found  in  three  of  them  and 
were  remedied.  There  are  thirty-one  workshops  on  the 
Register,  including  twenty-two  bakehouses.  The  premises  of 
one  outworker  were  inspected  and  were  found  in  good  order. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Sickness.— Thirty-one  notifica- 
tions were  received  during  the  year,  viz.,  diphtheria,  five ; 
erysipelas,  four;  scarlet  fever,  twenty;  enteric  fever,  one; 
puerperal  fever,  one. 

Diphtheria.— Of  the  five  cases  three  occurred  in  Feb- 
ruary and  one  each  in  March  and  April.  The  attacks  were 
unconnected  with  each  other,  were  of  a slight  nature,  and  there 
were  no  fatal  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever.— 'I'here  were  three  cases  in  February,  two 
of  children  atteinling  Cookham  village  school;  five  in  May, 
and  five  in  June  and  July  (four  in  one  family),  most  of  the 
attacks  taking  place  either  at  Waltham  St.  Lawrence  or 
Furze  Platt.  The  remainder  of  the  cases  were  spread  through- 
out the  year  and  appeared  to  be  isolated  attacks,  none  of  which 
were  fatal. 

Non-notifiable  Infectious  Sickness.— There  was  an 
epidemic  of  whooping  cough  at  Waltham  St.  Lawrence  in 
May,  resulting  in  the  death  of  five  children.  Outbreaks  of 
measles  took  place  in  several  of  the  schools,  rendering  their 
closing  necessary,  and  there  was  one  fatal  case. 
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Vital  Statistics. — The  reg'istered  births  for  the  year  were 
278 — M.  143,  F.  135 — including-  twelve  illegitimate  children, 
and  the  deaths  were  114,  namely,  first  quarter,  46;  second 
quarter,  24;  third  quarter,  20;  and  fourth  quarter,  24.  To 
this  number,  sixteen  in  the  Union  House,  Maidenhead,  and 
four  in  the  Cottage  Hospital  have  to  be  added  as  being  pre- 
vious residents,  thus  making  the  “nett”  mortality  134. 
Phthisis  was  fatal  to  eleven,  bronchitis  to  fifteen,  and  pneu- 
monia to  ten.  There  were  fifteen  deaths  from  heart  disease, 
eighteen  from  apoplexy  and  brain  troubles,  and  ten  from  old 
age  and  decay.  Of  the  infantile  deaths  (see  Table  V.),  four 
resulted  from  whooping  cough,  four  from  premature  birth,  and 
six  from  congenital  defects.

Statistical  Details  of  Census,  1901.— The  area  of 
ihe  district  is  2,095  acres  and  30  of  inland  water.  Population 
12,980.  Density  of  occupation  4-9  persons  per  house  and 
about  six  per  acre.  The  greater  part  of  the  town  is  on  the 
river  gravels,  but  on  the  higher  levels  it  is  on  the  chalk. 

Population  and  Housing.— The  estimated  population 
to  the  middle  of  1907  is  14,362,  calculated  on  the  basis  of 
the  Census  of  1901,  which  showed  an  average  yearly  increase 
over  that  of  1891  of  237  persons.  Twenty-two  new  houses 
were  built  during  the  year  and  plans  passed  under  the  Build- 
ing Bye-laws  for  twenty-eight. 

Sewerage  and  Water  Supply.— The  whole  of  the  dis- 
trict is  sewered  and  the  water  supply  by  the  Maidenhead 
Water  Company  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

Sanitary  Work.— Mr.  Barford,  the  sanitary  inspector, 
reports  the  inspection  of  917  premises,  285  of  which  were  in 
detail.  Nuisances  were  detected  on  186  and  abated  on  179 
of  them.  Fifty-nine  related  to  insanitary  closets,  sixty-nine  to 
house  drains,  and  twenty-six  to  overcrowded,  foul,  or  dilapi- 
dated houses.  Six  new  water  closets  were  provided  and  four 
samples  of  water  taken  for  analysis. 

Cowsheds,  Milkshops,  &c.— Three  cowsheds,  three 
dairies,  and  seven  milkshops  were  each  inspected  several  times 
during  the  year,  as  well  as  eleven  bakehouses,  five  slaughter- 
houses, six  piggeries,  and  four  common  lodging  houses.  The 
piggeries  were  found  to  be,  on  some  occasions,  improperly 
kept  and  nuisances  were  discovered  in  four  slaughterhouses 
and  three  bakehouses,  principally  relating  to  the  want  of 
whitewashing  or  cleansing  of  the  premises.  All  the  defects 
were  made  good. 
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Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901.— During  the  year 
twenty-one  inspections  were  made  of  factories,  fifty-three  of 
workshojjs,  and  twenty-four  of  workplaces,  and  twenty  notices 
were  served  of  nuisances  detected,  and  seven  of  which  related 
to  want  of  cleanliness,  three  to  want  of  ventilation,  four  to 
overcrowding,  five  to  bad  floor  drainage,  and  one  to  improper 
sanitary  conditions.  All  the  defects  were  remedied  by  the  end 
of  the  year.  The  premises  of  twenty  outworkers  were  visited 
during  the  year  and  found  satisfactory. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Sickness.— Ninety-six  notifica- 
tions were  received,  viz.,  diphtheria,  tw-entj' ; erysipelas,  eight; 
scarlet  fever,  sixty-six ; and  enteric  fever,  two. 

Diphtheria. — With  the  exception  of  April  and  July,  there 
were  about  two  cases  in  each  month  of  the  year.  In  August 
one  was  notified  in  a gipsy  caraviin  on  the  moor,  (he  patient 
being  removed  to  the  hospital.  Four  cases  were  fatal. 

Scarlet  Fever. — An  outbreak  of  quite  an  epidemic 
character  occurred  in  the  last  three  months  of  the  year.  In 
October  there  were  twenty-five  cases,  November  fourteen,  and 
December  thirteen.  The  complaint,  the  cause  of  which  could 
not  be  ascertained,  occurred  principally  amongst  children 
attending  the  elementary  schools,  and  in  one  instance  six 
members  of  one  family  were  suffering  from  the  disease  at  the 
same  time.  Eighteen  of  those  attacked  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  and  of  the 
sixty-six  cases  notified,  one  proved  fatal. 

Non  - notifiable  Infectious  Sickness.  — Whooping 
cough  was  very  prevalent  during  the  year,  and  proved  fatal  to 
nine  children  under  five  years  of  age.  At  the  latter  end  of  the 
year  an  outbreak  of  measles  occurred,  necessitating  the  closing 
of  some  of  the  schools,  and  two  children  died  from  the 
plaint. 
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Vital  Statistics.— During  the  year  36S  births  were  regis- 
tered— M.  201,  F.  167 — seventeen  of  which  were  illegitimate, 
and  201  deaths,  viz.,  first  quarter,  65;  second  quarter,  40; 
third  (|uarter,  38;  fourth  quarter,  58.  Twenty-two  deaths 
occurring  either  in  the  Union  House  or  the  Cottage  Hospital, 
of  non-residents  have  to  be  deducted  from  the  total  and  eight 
deaths  of  previous  residents  dying  beyond  the  district  have 
to  be  added,  making  the  nett  total  of  deaths  187.  F'rom 
Table  V.  will  be  seen  that  there  were  thirty-five  deaths  of 
infants  in  their  first  year,  six  of  which  were  due  to  whoop- 
ing cough,  and  seven  were  born  prematurely.  There  were 
twenty  deaths  from  phthisis,  four  from  diphtheria,  fourteen 
from  cancer,  and  thirty-two  from  pulmonary  inflammations, 
heart  disease  was  fatal  to  fourteen,  apoplexy  and  other  brain 
diseases  to  twenty-two,  and  old  age  and  decay  to  eleven.

Statistical  Details  of  Census,  1901.— Area  of  the  dis- 
trict 27,033  acres,  including'  136  of  inland  water.  Inhabited 
houses  2,928 ; unoccupied  149,  and  30  building.  Population 
•5.757— M.  8,  182,  F.  7,575;  average  density  of  population  5'4 
persons  per  house,  and  approximately  one  to  every  i-8  acres. 

Geological  Character.— To  the  north  of  the  London 
and  South  Western  Railway  the  district  is  on  the  London  clay, 
which  also  extends  a little  to  the  south  of  the  line ; the  re- 
mainder of  the  southern  half  is  on  the  Bagshot  formation. 

Population  and  Housing.— When  the  Census  of  1901 
was  taken  the  cadets  at  the  Royal  Military  College  at  Sand- 
hurst and  the  scholars  at  Wellington  College  were  in  session, 
consequently  there  was  a considerable  excess  of  males  over 
females.  The  vital  statistics  are  based,  however,  as  usual  on 
the  Census  returns  after  the  exclusion  of  the  inmates  of  Broad- 
moor, and  the  nett  population  is  estimated  at  16,303  at  the 
middle  of  1907.  Plans  for  fifty-four  new  houses  were  passed 
by  the  Council  during  the  year  and  certificates  of  water  supply 
granted  to  thirty-six. 

Sewerage  and  Water  Supply. — The  district  is  un- 
sewered with  the  exception  of  Bracknell,  where  the  drainage 
system  worked  very  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  mains 
of  three  water  companies — the  Egham,  the  Frimley,  and  the 
Wokingham — are  laid  on  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  the 
remainder  of  which  is  dependent  on  wells  for  its  water  supply. 
Services  were  laid  on  for  six  premises  from  the  mains  during 
the  year. 

Isolation  Hospital.— There  is  none  in  the  district  at  the 
present  time,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  during  the  past  two 
years,  when  there  have  been  so  many  cases  of  a diphtheretic 
character,  the  want  of  one  has  been  greatly  felt. 
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Sanitary  Work.— Mr.  Yorke,  the  sanitary  inspector, 
reports  the  inspection  of  1,252  premises,  855  in  detail. 
Nuisances  were  discovered  in  eighty-two  cases  and  abated 
in  eighty.  Proceedings  were  taken  in  two  instances,  and 
convictions  resulted.  The  inspections  included  forty-seven 
cowsheds,  twenty-seven  dairies,  four  milkshcps,  six  slaughter- 
houses, and  twenty-eight  bakehouses.  Nuisances  were  de- 
tected and  abated  in  the  case  of  six  cowsheds  and  three  bake- 
houses. The  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  have  been  kept 
very  clean  during  the  year. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901.— One  hundred  and 
thirty-five  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  viz.,  eleven 
factories,  twenty-nine  bakehouses,  and  ninety-five  workshops 
where  various  trades  were  carried  on.  Three  bakehouses  re- 
quired cleansing,  and  five  laundries  required  new  flooring; 
all  the  defects  were  remedied.  There  are  no  outworkers  in 
the  district. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Disease.— Fifty-one  notifications 
were  received  during  the  year,  viz.,  diphtheria,  thirty;  erysi- 
pelas, six  ; .scarlet  fever,  fourteen  ; puerperal  fever,  one.  There 
were  two  fatal  cases  from  diphtheria  and  one  from  puerperal 
fever. 

Diphtheria.— Of  the  thirty  cases  notified,  seven  occurred 
in  January  and  five  in  February,  mostly  at  Bracknell  and  East- 
hampstead ; three  in  March,  one  at  Crowthorne  being  pro- 
bably due  to  bad  drainage,  and  one  case  at  Easthampstead  in 
June  was  due  to  the  same  cause;  an  officer  at  the  Yeomanry 
camp  in  Easthampstead  Park  was  attacked  in  July;  and 
towards  the  latter  part  of  December  there  were  five  cases  at 
Rinfield,  one  of  which  was  fatal.  There  is,  I believe,  before 
the  Council  a Report  on  the  causes  of  the  attacks  at  this 
village. 

Scarlet  Fever.— Of  the  fourteen  cases  notified,  three 
occurred  in  January,  and  seven  in  Bracknell  in  September 
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and  October,  and  the  remainder  of  the  attacks  were  spread 
throughout  the  year.  There  were  no  fatal  cases. 

Non-notifiable  Infectious  Sickness.— There  was  an 
outbreak  of  whooping  cough  during  the  year,  resulting  in 
three  deaths,  and  several  schools  were  closed  for  periods  for 
attacks  of  measles,  none  of  which  proved  fatal. 

Vital  Statistics. — The  births  registered  during  the  year 
were  345 — viz.,  M.  175,  F.  170 — ten  of  them  were  illegitimate, 
and  the  deaths  registered  168,  viz.,  first  quarter,  54  ; second 
quarter,  43 ; third  quarter,  3 1 ; fourth  quarter,  40.  The  eleven 
deaths  in  Broadmoor  Asylum  have  to  be  deducted  as  non- 
residents, whilst  eight  deaths  of  previous  residents  dying  out- 
side the  district  have  to  be  added,  making  the  nett  mortality 
165.  From  Table  IV.  will  be  seen  the  various  ages  and  from 
the  different  diseases  at  which  the  deaths  took  place.  Cancer 
was  fatal  to  ten,  pulmonary  inflammations  to  sixteen,  phthisis 
to  eleven.  Eighteen  deaths  from  heart  diseases  and  fourteen 
from  apoplexy  and  other  brain  disorders.

Statistical  Details  of  Census,  1901.— The  area  of  the 
district  is  10,339  acres  land  and  228  inland  water.  Population 
M>265;  occupied  houses  2,807;  density  of  occupation  5'i 
persons  per  house  and  about  i'4  per  acre. 

Geological  Character.— For  the  nnost  part  the  district 
is  on  the  Bagshot  formation,  except  the  strip  adjoining  the 
Thames,  on  the  river  gravels,  and  Clewer  Without  and  Old 
Windsor,  which  are  on  the  London  clay. 

Population  and  Housing. — The  estimated  population 
to  the  middle  of  1907  is  14,956,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  the 
Census  of  1901  and  the  increase  that  it  showed  over  that  of 
1891.  During  the  year  twenty-two  new  houses  have  been 
built  and  thirty-six  plans  passed  under  the  Building  Bye-laws. 
One  old  and  dilapidated  house  has  been  closed  as  unfit  for 
occupation ; overcrowding  was  found  in  seven  instances,  and 
forty-four  foul  houses  have  been  put  in  order. 

Sewerage  and  Water  Supply.— The  construction  of  the 
new  sewerage  of  Clewer  Without,  mentioned  in  the  last  Report, 
has  now  been  completed,  and  the  whole  of  the  parish,  except- 
ing those  portions  drained  into  the  Clewer  Estate  sewers,  is 
provided  with  a sewerage  system.  Considerable  extensions 
of  the  mains  of  the  South  Western  Suburban  Water  Company 
in  Sunninghill  were  carried  out  at  the  request  of  the  District 
Council.  During  the  year  water  supplies  were  provided  for 
sixty-seven  houses. 

Isolation  Hospital.— The  scheme  for  providing  an  Isola- 
tion Hospital  still  remains  in  abeyance.  In  the  case  of  an  out- 
break of  scarlet  fever  at  Old  Windsor  had  the  first  one  attacked 
been  promptly  removed  to  an  hospital  in  all  probability  there 
would  have  been  no  spread  of  the  disease. 
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Sanitary  Work.— Mr.  E.  A.  Burch,  the  sanitary  inspector, 
reports  the  inspection  of  842  premises,  and  195  uf  them  in 
detail.  Nuisances  were  discovered  on  353  of  them  and  abated 
on  213;  proceeding’s  being  taken  in  five  instances.  Thirteen 
related  to  foul  closets  and  sixty-two  to  blocked  or  defective 
drains.  Fifteen  cases  of  impure  and  one  of  deficient  water 
supplies  were  remedied,  and  nineteen  foul  ditches  or  streams 
were  cleansed.  Thirty  cowsheds,  two  dairies,  and  six  milk- 
shops  were  inspected,  as  also  were  twenty  bakehouses,  thirty- 
three  piggeries,  and  six  slaughterhouses.  There  were  dis- 
covered twenty-four  nuisances  in  the  bakehouses,  twenty-two 
m the  cowsheds,  and  three  in  the  slaughterhouses,  mostly 
relating  to  cleansing,  and  they  were  remedied.  Inspections 
were  made  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  St.  Francis  Schools, 
South  Ascot,  and  Sunningdale  Schools,  in  both  of  which  con- 
siderable improvements  have  been  effected. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901.— One  hundred  in- 
spections of  workshops  and  two  of  factories  were  made  and 
thirty  defects  were  detected  and  remedied.  Nineteen  inspec- 
tions  were  made  of  the  outworkers’  premises  and  they  were 
found  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Sickness.— There  were  sixty-five 
notifications  received  during  the  year,  viz.,  diphtheria,  thirty- 
two;  erysipelas,  ten;  scarlet  fever,  twenty-three. 

Diphtheria.— Of  the  thirty-two  cases  notified,  ten  occurred 
in  January  and  the  majority  of  them  at  Clewer  or  South  Ascot, 
and  principally  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  latter  place  eight 
cases  were  notified  in  February,  necessitating  the  closing  ot 
one  of  the  schools.  Four  occurred  in  March,  three  in  October, 
three  in  December,  and  the  four  other  cases  were  spread 
throughout  the  year.  There  were  two  fatal  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  first  notification  was  received  from 
Old  Windsor  in  January,  but  the  source  of  infection  could  not 
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be  traced ; seven  cases  in  February,  principally  from  the  same 
place,  where  the  school  was  closed  for  a time  and  the  spread 
of  the  infection  checked.  There  were  three  each  in  March 
and  April  and  about  one  per  month  the  rest  of  the  year.  One 
case  was  fatal. 

Non-notifiable  Infectious  Sickness.  — Outbreaks  of 
measles  took  place  during-  the  year  and  there  was  one  death 
of  an  infant;  whooping-  cough  was  fatal  to  two  and  infantile 
diarrhoea  to  three. 

Vital  Statistics. — The  births  registered  for  the  year  were 
316 — M.  178,  F.  138 — and  the  deaths  203,  viz.,  first  quarter, 
61  ; second  quarter,  44;  third  quarter,  42;  fourth  quarter,  56. 
Deducting  the  thirty-five  non-residents  who  died  in  the  district 
and  adding  the  deaths  of  five  previous  residents  who  died 
beyond  the  district,  the  nett  number  of  deaths  is  173,  viz., 
M.  88,  F.  85.  Twenty-one  of  these  were  infants  in  their  first 
year,  four  of  whom  were  born  prematurely,  and  seventy-two 
over  sixty-five  years  of  age.  Phthisis  was  fatal  to  fourteen, 
cancer  to  thirteen,  pulmonary  inflammations  to  twenty,  and 
apoplexy  and  diseases  of  the  brain  to  twenty-one.  Heart 
diseases  accounted  for  twenty-five,  developmental  diseases 
under  five  years  of  age  for  seven,  and  old  age  and  decay  for 
nineteen.
